KING’S PLATE GROWING IN IMPORTANCE. 

Entrie s for the King’s Dlate this year will prob- 
ably run alKKit tlie same in nnmb<*r as last ye^ir. 
but there is i*very reason to anticipate next sea.son 
the lu‘glmiing of an inen*ase that will bring the 
nnnilxM* of nominations t<i one hnmlred before many 
,V(‘ars ha VI* jiassiMl. Now that tw’o-year-old w'inners 
are eligible, and the value of the Dlate is mountin.g, 
and the position of the turf in Canada lM*coming 
nitassailnlde. w’c ma.v l<M)k for a $19.IKJU plate, wlHt 
one hundred entries. I have alri*ad.v eoino across 
several nu*n who have no horses, but who are in the 
muiket for province-bred yearlings, which the.v would 
race next season, and put in the Dlate the following 
year. The value of horses foaled In Canada is bound 
to be vastl.v added to by the enlarged opportunities 
offered Hiein. Coming back to the rae«* to bi* run 
the l.Nth of Ma.v — not far away, in sidte of all the 
snow' now on th<* ground — two owners who were not 
interested last year an* likely to figure largely in 
tlie ontpome. Up at Barrie the Dyuient stable 
shelters four or five <*Iigil>les, from which trainer 
John Nixon will proliahly make Heresy aitd Tropaeo- 
Hum his ehoiee. Either one would Ik" goixl enougli 
for most owners to have in the plate. The other 
owner, not altogether a new-eonier to the guineas, 
but one whose first serious attempt is now b<*- 
Ing made, is Charles Crew’ of the Half-Way House, 
on the Kingston road. His jacket wiil la? .car- 
ried hy the three-year-old filly Aniberite, by llarti- 
mas — Lyddite. A sister to Shlmonese and Dow- 
dennan. slio is better fnrnislied and more forward 
than elHn*r of thesi* at the same age. Her work 
last fall was i>erhnps not as fast as antieipat<*d. imt 
it was not her limit, and she was always master of 
her work-mate, the luseful Kilo, whieh won the 
ynelM»c King’s IMate for Kennetli Dawes, and fol- 
lowed that up b.v a vietor.v in a selling race, from 
which he W’cnt to the Crew stable. One would ex- 
pect to find Amberito in the Valley Farm Stable, 
and the fact that she is not, is one evidence of the 
bona tides of the annual public sales of the Valley 
Earm st<M*k. The fill.v was bid up to $1.0IM> for the 
racing stable, which was, and is. quite distinct frmn 
the bn*i*ding interi*st. and there Colonel Hendrie 
stoppi*d. That w’as tin* limit, but Charles Crew* was 
willing to go still higlu*r. He bid $1.0.50. and tK*came 
the owner of a likel.v w’inner of a richer King’s Dlate 
than any yet run. It will not be an nniiopnlar vic- 
tory. .von ma.v be sure, if the King’s nn«*le lias tliis 
year to present the guineas to a man who liad idtiek 
enough to pa.v the n*eord price for a province-bred 
yearling. — Francis Nelson in Toronto Hlolie.
